Man had $3000 drugs and 


Police found. marijuana. worth about $3000 and 
$1200 from the sale of it when they searched a West 
Footscray house last month, Rootscray Court was told 


last Thursday.

Mr. W. Guy, SM, sentenced the owner of the drugs to a total 


of 27 months’ 


imprisonment. 


This, with 


some sentences con- 


current, is reduced to an effective total of 18 months. 


He ordered that the 
$1200 be forfeited and 
paid into consolidated 
revenue and directed, the 
man serve six months be- 
fore becoming eligible for 
parole. 

Alan Patrick Hamilton, 
of Coronation Street, 
West, Footscray, -was sen- 
tenced to six months on 
each of two charges of 
selling Indian hemp; six 
months for possessing 
the drug LSD; three 
months for possessing In- 
dian. hemp and six 
months for unlawful 
possession of $1200. 

Mr. Guy was told the 
Indian hemp had been 
sold to finance Ham- 
ilton’s and his de-facto 


wife’s addiction to he- 


rion. 

Sergeant Alan Graham, 
of Sunshine Crime Car 
Squad, gave evidence he 
ted a police raid on a 
house in Moonee Ponds 
last December 12. 

Hamilton opened the 
door to him and agreed 
to a search of the house, 
Inside they found a num- 
ber of people and a num- 
ber of packages of Indian 
hemp. 

As they were search- 
ing, Hamilton escaped 
through a window of the 
loungeroom, Sgt. Graham 
said. 


He noticed before the 


large quantity ‘of money 
in his shirt pocket. 

On March 2, he was in- 
troduced. to Hamilton at 
Sunshine CIB office and 
received an admission the 
money in his pocket at 
Moonee Ponds — about 
$400 — was from the 
sale of marijuana. 


Hamilton “went with 
police to the Coronation 
Street house, where ‘a 
search of a shed at the 
back uncovered Indian 
hemp, in various forms, 
estimated by Hamilton to 


have a market value of” 


about _$3000. They also 
found the $1200 cash 
wrapped in plastic. 
Hamilton admitted this 
was: from the sale of In- 


-dian hemp and was a 
. ‘bank’ to buy more for 


re-sale, 
Several LSD tablets 
were also found and 


Hamilton admitted in the 
past he had injected him- 
self with heroin, mor- 
phine and cocaine. 

To Mr. R. Jacobs, for 
Hamilton, Sgt. Graliam 
said as far as fie knew, 


‘Hamilton sold only mari- 


juana and this was to 
support his and his 
defacto wife’s addiction 
to heroin. 

Sgt. Graham, pro- 
secuting, said «Hamilton 
had prior convictions. 

Mr, Jacobs said Ham- 
ilton’s past had been 


escape Hamilton had a “tragic and turbulent.” 





At the age of three he 
was placed in an orpha- 
nage and in the next 10 
years the only contact he 
had with his parents 
was one visit from_ his 
father when he was five. 

When he was 13 he ran 
away from the orpha- 
nage, was made a ward 
of the State and placed in 
Turana youth training 
centre. He escaped from 
there several times. 

When he was 16 he 
was given 10 and 
turned loose. Soon after- 
wards, still at the age of 
16, he was sent to Pen- 
tridge for six months. 

A fortnight after his 
release he was again im 
trouble and sent to Pen- 
fridge for three years. 
This pattern was follow- 
ed until he reached the 
“age 29, 
~ He then went to West- 
ern Australia and 
worked; but returned to 
Melbourne, when *the 
drug problem began..

Since meeting his de- 
facto wife, he had found, 
for the first time in his 
life, someone he cared for 
and a feeling of security. 

He ‘had also found, 
since his arrest, there 
were people prepared to 
help him 

His de-facto wife was 
pregnant and they pro- 
posed to: marry before 
the child was born. 

They’ were anxious to 
settle down and lead a 
normal life in the com- 
munity. : 

Mr. David Bruce, a 
psychiatrist specialising 
in drug addiction, said 
he was treating both 
Hamilton and the woman 
and Hamilton was also 
receiving treatment at re- 
habilitation centres 

From when, he first 
visited him, voluntarily, 
he had been impressed 
insight 
of his problem. 

He had responded ex- 
tremely well to treatment 
and counselling but need- 
ed continuing 
treatment on a reducing 
basis.

“unusually —_ confident” 
about .both his and her 
rehabilitation. 

¥f Hamilton could 
be released on pro- 
bation, it would allow

Mr. Guy said he 
realised Hamilton’s life 
had been tragic and sell- 
ing drugs had been the 
result of addiction. He re- 
alised

caught they could go to 
prison, he added. 


In the circumstances © 


he could not be as lenient 
as had been requested on 
Hamilton’s behalf. Treat- 
ment could be received in 
prison. 

Sgt. Graham withdrew 
a number of other 
charges connected with 
the possession and use of 
drugs of addiction.

The Civic Centre is ren- 
ted out by the council at a 
flat rate of $75 a night, the 
Finnish Hall at about $40. 

Councillors last month
